FASTING FORTY-TWO DAYS. 

inneapolis Correspondence New York World. 

H. 8. Tanner, the hero of “The Six 
Weeks’ Fast,” has published a very long letter 
ou the subject, the main point of which is the 
offer contained at the close. That such a feat 
as he claims to have done was not an impos- 
sibility, he contends from the cases of the 
Savior, whom, however, he admits to have been 
more than human, and of the wife of Dr. Smith, 
of this city, who is said to bave lived fifty-seven 
days with no other nourishment than a little 
gutn-Arabic water, He also cites the instances 
of Kane, Fremont, and other explorers, who 
have preserved their vitality under prolonged 
fasting and hardship; then goes on to argue 
that in “the hibernations of cold-blodded rep- rep- 
tiles and certain superior forms of animated na- 
ture we have abundant evidence to sup the 
assumption that total abstinence from food for 
many months does not involve the total extinc- 
tion of the vital principle.“ Hibernating ani- 
mals, Dr. Tanner says, show no loss of flesh 
alter ing a winter without * (which, in- 
deed, — not usualy the case); ali through the 
parental period the embryo child exists without 
air or food, and there are innumerable well-au- 
thenticated cases of catalepsy or trance in which 
persons, froma variety of causes, have sunk 
into a morbid state which has been mistaizen for 
death. In these cases, as in hibernating animals, 
— nvolunt forces were suspended, the

limbs grew 1 0 . und — 4 2 in this 
condition have been prematurely buried, come 
to life, turned over in their coffins, and perish- 
ed. ‘Tbe Doctor contends that this condition of 
suspended animation is identically the same as 
that found in animals during the winter 
repose, aud that there is nothing to show why 
it should not exist for an indefinite period, as 
the same law that sustains the 1 animals 
through the long, tedious winter months in a 
condition of suspended animation is simply suf- 
ficient to sustain and kee? alive the vital s 
in the higher forms of animated nature, when 
conditions are favorable. When the voluntary 
powers of our bodies are exhausted they fail 
asleep at 2 t, and in the morning we wake up 
refreshed t when the involuntary ers 
are entirely exhausted b po pain or fevers, or sick- 
ness in general they fal This sleep we 
call death. If not entirel l but 
closely approximating to ſt. then we get the 
condition above described. Mence at death, 
could the laws of chemistry that decompose our 
bodies be suspended, and could the entire system, 
blood and all, be kept in entirely the same con- 
dition as when we expired, we should wake up 
after a few days in perfect health, Says Dr. 
Tanner: 

It was with a desire to knew more about 
this change, to probe its mysteries, that I vol- 
untarily undertook the forting task of 
exbausting the involuntary forces of my system 
by torty-two days of total abstinence from food, 


aud by daily exercises 1 so far succeeded as to

Who, in the face of these facts, dare affirm that 
man, the crowning glory of all animal creations, 
is incapable of such experience?”

GERMAN DEMONETIZATION OF SILVER. 
There isa very general misapprehension 
in this country concerning what is called by 
common consent the demonetization of sil- 
ver in Germany. The use of this term 
would indicate that Germany did in*1874 
just what the sharps accomplished in this 
country by the acts of 1873 and 1874, viz.: 
That silver hed been summarily eliminated 
from the monetary system except as sub- 
sidiary or fractional currency. But this is 
not the fact. The American demonetization 
was made complete and final (1) by dropping 
the coinage of the silver dollar in the act of 
1873, and (2) by depriving all the silver coin 
in the revision of the sti tutes in 1874 of the 
legal-tender quality beyond the amount of 
$5. In speaking of German demonetiza- 
tion if is inferred that the same course was 
pursued. On the contrary, the legal-tender 
property of the German silver thaler (a coin 
correrponding in kind, though not in 
amount, to the American silver déllar) 
has never been taken from it. 
The process of demonetization of sil- 
ver in Germany is by contraction; 
by gathering in silver in large quantities 
through the agency of the Government, 
shipping to England and selling it in Lon- 
don for gold; shipping the gold back to Ber- 
lin and coining it into marks, the new Ger- 
man coin standard. The subsidiary coin, 
like the groschen, gulden, stivers, etc., have 
Heen almost entirely taken up by the Gov- 
ernment, and reconverted into subsidiary 
coin called mais (which are equal to 244 


many | cents of our money), half, and quarter marks, 


which are legal-tenders for a certain amount, 
equivalent to about $6 of our money. What 
remains of the original silver thalers, how- 
ever, circulates freely by the side of the gold 
coins and Government notes, and are a full 
leBal-tender for all dues, public and private. 
It is estimated that there are between 250, 
000,000 afid 300,000,000 of these silver 
thalers (worth 73 cents each) still in circula- 
tion d they perform the same service they 
als did in the monetary system of the 
country, are regarded with the same confi- 
dence by thé people, have an equal 
ing power with gold, and are paid out and 
received in the current transactions of 
business as always before. 
This distinction between the real condition 
of German demonetization and the popular 
notion ef what was done is important in the 
ing silver.controversy in this country. 
The effect upon the relative value of silver 
and gold, regarded as commodities, has been 
about the same as if the demonetization of 
‘silver in Germany had been as abrupt and 
sweeping as in the United States, but the 
process has left the relations between the 
standard gold coin and standard silveg coin 
in Germany what they previously were. The 
provocation for getting rid of the silver coin 


Empire. France paid a large of the in- 
@emnity fund in silver. The various Ger- 
man States that formed the Empire con- 
tributed a confusing variety of silver coins, 
and it was desirable to agree tpan some com- 
mon denominatiops. Thereupon the Gov- 
ernment entered upon the process of con- 
verting all the miscellaneous ons 
of silver coin into gold coin of the standard

thalers’ worth of silver effected a deprecia- 
tion of 4 per cent in silver, the simultaneous 


that the United States has not only been ex- 
cluded from the advantages of silver in the 
difficult effort to return to a specie basis, but 
has likewise had to bear the extra burden of 
an abnormal advance in the value of gold. 

The distinction between absolute de- 
monetization and the actual process of con- 
version going on in y also determines 
another disputed point in the silver contro- 
versy in this country, viz: The effect of con- 
ferring the legal-tender character upon the ¢ 
silver dollar. ¢ It is contended by those who 
selfishly oppose the remonetization gf silver 
that to coin the silver full dollar and e it 
a legal-tender will be to debase the legal- 
tender to the present London bullion 
value of silver! The fallacy of such a 
theory has been argued out in a vari- 
ety of ways, but it is actually demon- 
strated by the status of the silver thaler in 
Germany. In spite of the slur put upong 
silver by a gradual process of eliminating it 
from the monetary system of that Empire, 
in spite of the decline in the value of silver 
as a commodity occasioned by this process, 
in spite of the increased value of gold 
brought about by the increased use given to 
it, the 300 millions of silver thalers of Ger- 
many circulate side by side with the German 
gold coin and the German gold notes at par, 
and will continue to do so just as long as 
there remain any silver thalers in the coun- 
try, and just as long as these silver thalers 
shall be legal-tender equally with gold. 
No better evidence can be required to 
demonstrate that the American silver 
dollar, once restored to its original 
function as a legal-tender for all sums and 
dues, public and private, will acquire the 
same value for home use that the legal-tender 
notes have to-day, and the same value as the 
gold dollar whenever a specie ꝓasis shall have 
been definitely attained. If silver to the 
amount of 250 or 300 millions of thalers can 
circulate at par with gold coin in a country 
where the policy of the ultimate extinction 
of silver coin has been adopted, then there 
is no reason in doubting that the American 
silver dollar, with the character of lawful 
money-restored to it, wil! circulate in the 
same manner in the United States with the 
increased advantage of being a permanent 
part of our monetary system. 


THE TARIFF IN PITTSBURG. 
There has been a partial dawn of eco- 
nomical light at Pittsburg. The clouds have 
lifted somewhat, and the wise men of that 
city think they have seen enough to justify 
them in calling a National Convention to 
meet in Washington on the 22d of January 
to unite in petitioning Congress to provide 
the means for transporting our surplus man- 
ufactures to féreign countries to be sold. 

At last it is discovered 
that the American manufacturers, if they 
would prosper, must abandon the fallacy 
of an exclusive home market,“ and 
have a foreign market in which to sell their 
surplus. This has been discussed in Tux 
Tumvn for several years, and the Pittsburg” 
Protectionists have at last got a glimmer- 
ing of the truth. For years they have 
been laboring under the delusion that all 
trade with other countries was a national 
loss; that it should be prohibited by law; 
and that American prosperity, American 
industry, and American labor could only be 
promoted by confining American manufac- 
tures to the supply of the American market. 
The Pittsburg Chamber of Commerce has 
issued the following circular to all the other 
commercial organizations of the country : 
Believing that the time has come when it is es- 
sential to the business prosperity of the country 
that an enlarged export market should be secured 
tor our over-prodaction of manufactured goods, 
and deeming it advisable that our commercial 
treaties with foreign Governments should be re- 
vised and so amended as to more fully foster and 
protect our commerce at foreign ports, and con- 
ceiving it to be the duty of the Govern- 
ment, as well as a matter of political 
economy, that arrangements should be made 
at an early day for the improvement of our mer- 
chant marine, so that the Uni States mail may 
be carried in American vessels, and that efficient 
marine reso@rces be established for the transit of 
our excess of productions to foreign ports on the 
American continent, we hay concluded to call a 
National Convention to be held in the City of 
Washington, D. C., on Tuesday, Jan. 22, 1878. 
for the consideration of this important matter, and 
we most earnestly invite the co-operation of all 
Boards of Trade, industrial, commercial. 
and financial organizations who agree with us as 
herein specified, and request them to appoint 
three delegates to represept them in said Conven- 
tion, and, appreciating wisdom and power of 
the publte press, we cordially invite its co-opera- 
tion in such manner as it may seem proper. 

It will be seen that it is conceded to be 
essential to the prosperity of the country 
that we should manufacture goods for ex- 
portation. Of course, goods cannot be ex- 
ported unless they can be produced, export- 
ed, and sold at prices as low as may be asked 
by the manufacturers of other countries, 


unless wecan purchase the produets of other 
countries, or take them in exchange for our 
own. Our export trade must, therefore, be 
attended by animport trade. The request 
that our treaties with foreign Governments 
be so revised as to afford greater freedom 
in our trade with them, is most pertinentand 
advisable, particularly as it includes the 
stipulation that the United States 
must act with equal liberality with 
all other nations. We must be pre- 
pared to remove all the obstructions which 
our tariff has placed in the way of a general 
exchange of commodities, and a general free- 
dom to buy and sell where such matters can 
be the most advantageously transacted. We

tion is notoriously and of necessity corrupt. 
Subsidy of ocean steamers in the past 
was a continuous record of dishonesty 
and bribery, The last subsidy to the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company was fol- 
lowed by the exposure of a thorough 
system of bribery, involving several mem- 
bers of Congress. There can be no subsidy 
without scandalous corruption, We trust 
this is not, after all, the whole object of the 
Convention called by the Pittsburg people, 
and that the Convention will not begin and 
end with a recommendation to subsidize 
some ocean steamship companies at the ex- 
penee of the whole country. ‘ 


American manufactures (0 prosper need 
the foreign as well as the domestic: trade; 
that trade is at the national door, waiting to 
be taken up. The official publications of our 
present trade with Mexico, the West Indies, 
and the States of Central and South America, 
show that we purchase of those States 
$155,500,000 and sell to them $47,000,000. 
The balance we pay for in coin-bills on Lon- 
don, where these Spanish-Americans buy 
their supplies of cotton and other manufac- 
tures which they ought to be supplied with 
from this country. All these States would 
buy American manufactures if y 
could be had at prices as low as 
are paid to other countries. If we 
are to produce for export, we must be able 
to sell at competing prices, freight included. 
If we cannot produce to sell at such prices, 
we cannot export ; and if we can produce at 
such prices, we can export just as freely 
without as with stibsidized lines of steam- 
ships. These States sell to us annually 
$155,000,000 of their goods, and they pur- 
chase of us less than one-third that sum. To 
the people of these countries we sell less than 
$3,500,000 of cotton manufactures, leaving 
them to be supplied with that class of goods 
from England. We now buy of these States 
three times as much as we sell to them. We 
pay the excess in gold. Here is an opening 
for the sale of at least $100,000,000 more of 
domestic nfinufactures thin we now sell to 
these States. Are we prepared to deal with 
these people? Are we prepared to so prune 
and reduce the tariff that our manufacturers 
may produce their wares at a cost admitting 
profitable exportation ? Is Pittsburg to lead 
in this demand for a revised and reduced 
tariff? If so, then the country has reason to 
rejoice. 
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MUD AND ITS REMEDY. 
Tbere has never been atime when Chica- 


go was so blessed with mud as now. There 
is mud on the streets and on the sidewalls ; :

upon shop-windows, and street-lamps, and 
store-signs, and men and women; mud ev- 
erywhere. Everything is filthy and every 
one is filthy, from the most prominent citi- 
zen to the least important yellow dog that 
paddies through the puddles, At a recent 
meeting of the Common Council Ald. Dar 
presented a plan for a systematic cleaning of 
the streets. Thisis nothing new, however. 
Plans for systematic street-cleaning have 
been suggested every year since Chicago has 
had a Common Council. This year the prop- 
osition comes at an unusual time, because we 
are pasting through unusual thermal condi- 
tions, and are having rain, drizzle, and mud 
when we should have snow, sleet, ice, and 
frozen ground. The conventional outcry has 
usually gone forth in the annual spring 
breaking-up, when the me'ting snows 
and April rains pour their largess 
of mud upon our highways in rich 
profusion. At such times the city 
authorities expect their annual denun- 
ciation for allowing the streets to be so dirty, 
and remedies pour in without number, some 
of which are usually adopted, invariably 
without success, since the remedies are ap- 
plied without any consideration vf the cause 
of the filth. The result has been that our 
attempts at street-cleaning have been quite 
as intelligent and as effective as Mrs. Parr- 
1noTon’s famous effort to mop the rising tide 
out of her doors. Three-fourths of the 
streets and alleys of Chicago are unpaved, 
and are simply so many strips of the original 
black, soft, prairie soil, laid out for public 
use, In long periods of wet weather, and 
when the ground breaks up in the spring, 
these unpaved parts of the city become lakes 
and rivers of liquid, adhesive mud, and every 
team that leaves a paved street and traverses 
them and returns toa paved street carries 
with it a certain amount of this 
mud on its wheels and horses, 
which is shaken off and “Weposited 
on che pavenignts. When it is considered 
how many thousands of buggies, hacks, ex- 
press wagons, tracks, and heavy freight 
teams are repeating this process daily, the 
cause of the mud is sufficiently accounted 
for, And yet, with the most eheerful and 
childish inconsistency, we employ men with 
shovels, hoes, and teams to remove the mud 
and carry it off, fresh installments pean- 
while arriving every hour from the original 
sources in the unpaved streets. The remedy 
that we employ wastes time and money and 
accomplishes nothing, because the cause of 
the mud is not considered. 

There is a remedy, however, that will give

most for the digging, and could be applied 
very easily apon the subsidiary streets, and 
it ought, after sufficiently hardening, to last 
for years, if not centuries.

If the effect of 
raising a church debt is to saddle individuals 
with burdens heavier than they ought to 
assume, the act is not praiseworthy. It is 
then a shifting of responsibility from the 
church in its organized capacity to the indi- 
viduals who compose it; and the odium 
which clings to,excessive debt is distributed, 
not removed. en the debt-raisers, by 
working on the sympathies and prejudices 
of their audiences, induce Christians to 
mortgage their houses and deprive their 
families of comforts to which they have 
been accustome d,—as some have done,—the 
character of the church is not improved. 
The zeal which carries Christians to ex- 
tremes of self-denial is a form of intemper- 
ance. The same spifit has excused every 
kind of asceticism and zealotry. 

When the thing is done decently and in 
order, the raising of a church debt may be a 
beautiful social phenomenon. Skillful argu- 
ments, the influence of example, and earnest 
appeals to the religious side of men’s na- 
tures, captivate even the dull minds and 
open the hearts of good business men in an 
unaccustomed manner. It is a pleasure, on

The foreign 
purchasers bought their bonds from Amer- 
ican importers and brokers. The importers 
sold them for manufactures. If they received 
drafts or bills of exchange, this paper was used 
to purchase goods in Europe. No coin left 
Europe for the purchase of American bonds, as 
they were in the last analysis all paid for in 
commodities at 40 to 60 per cent of their face 
value. The shave was a frightful one; but the 
chances of the War had depreciated the public 
credit, and the Government was obliged to 
stand the enormous loss on the bonds. Not- 
withstanding it would have been perfectly legal, 
because strictly within the letter of the con- 
tract, Congress determined in 1869 to waive the 
rigit to pay the bonds in greenbacks, and to 
make anew promise to pay them in gold and 
silver coin. The bill became a law'a few days 
atter Gen. GRANT wag inaugurated President.

It is not an uncommon thing for the actor or 
playwright to appeal from the cold-blooded 
critics to the enthusiastic audience. You 
condemn my play,’’ says the author with a tri- 
umphbal amile of satisfaction, but you see the 
public patronize it; there’s the true test.“ 
„Nou said my Hamlet was atrocious, says the 
actor, “but just listen to the applause, will 
you? There's the test of merit.” When theap- 
plause is all on the side of the performer and

But 
how is it when the critics are friendly, and the 
audience unmistakably intent on “guyivg”’ 
the performance?

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A NEW YORK BARBER. 


His Dealings with James Gordon Ben- 


nett; Henry J. Raymond, and P. T. Bar- 
num.

Few men living are better entitled to the 
name of Genial Tom than was Thomas F. 
Higginson, whe for more than twepty years 
managed a popular barber’s shop under the 


Park Hotel, and, after a brief iilness,—less than 


a weck, died yesterday of pneumonia in bis 
home in Brooklyn. In 1857, when he began bis 
tonsorial business in Beekman street, his little 
pictures, and great arm- 


shop, with mir 
chairs, was a revelation of luxury to the men 


and brethren of that region. The ready wit and 
savoir faire of the proprietor made him popular 
in a very short time}and his place became widely 


known. 

The elder Bennett, Henry J. Raymond, Horace 
Greeley, Frederic Hudson, James R. Spaulding, 
William Henry Hurlbut, Charles G. Ha)lpine, 
John Ohiney, Isaiah Rynders, Fernando Wood, 
John Wood, Marcus Cicero Stanley, all the 
Vanity Fair set, and Bohemians generally, made 
frequent use of Tom Higginson’s barber-shop, 
and many who preferred to shave at home 
availed themselves of his skill in hair-cutting, 
and of his well-managed bathing facilities. On 
one yceasion Tom rendered Henry J. Raymond 
a most important service in obtaining, by a cun- 
ning stratagem, possession of a packet of letters 
that were being used to the latter’s detriment, 
@ud subsequentiy, when it was ascertained that 
copies were in the bands of a third person, 
Tom proved his fitness for diplomacy by secur- 
ing their destruction also. Mr. Raymond was 
ever thereafter a friend to Tom, on his re- 
turn from Europe made him a very costly and 
serviceable present. In the early Sumter days 
discussion of affairs frequently ran high in the 
Higginsonian chairs, and when there was some

He gently lathered the t red chens, 
and softly rub the lather if Then with 
delicate touch he passed the sharpest of razors 
across the growing beard. “ How is this sir?” 
„This,“ the satisfied preacher replied; “ why, 
this is Paradise.”” From that day forward the 
preacher and barber were warm friends, and 
Tom used toteil the green hand’s story with 
great gusto. 

In “California times,“ when the rural dis- 
tricts were nearly depopulated, and the hotels 
of Beekman, Nassau, and Cortlandt streets 
were the favored resorts of the returned miners, 
Tom reaped golden harvests. Many a man has 
spent $50 for an outfit in Tom’sshop. He en- 
tered rough, dirty, and a miner, and went out 
smooth, clean, and a gentieman.

still I sincerely hope that means may be de- 
vised for ridding us of them. Regarding 
corporations, I believe that a State Govern- 
ment should have and has entire control of 
those within her limits. Ifa railroad imposes 
uporthe people, the State as well as Federal 
Government should regulate the affairs of that 
road ſot the protectiou of the people, while on 
the other hand, when a road is proved to be no 
detriment to the general interest, that road in 
turn shpuld be protected by State and Federal 
Government. i think that the timber land 
question should be so regulated as to prevent 
the massing of large bodies of such territory in 
ti hands of monopolists, and the es- 
ert Land law’ should be amended, or 
repealed, if necessary, for the same ob- 
ject. 1 regard the agricultural in- 
terests of this State as of paramount impor- 
tance; to them we owe our vitality, and upon 
them we must trust for future prosperity. 
These interests will best subserved by reducing 
in every way possible the pgesent protective 
tariff until we bave reached. as’ near as practi- 
cable, tree, open trade with the world ior our 
market. I could dwell at length upon this tariff 
question, for it is one in which I have taken 
ereat interest, but it will be sufficient for the

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JUDGE HEATON, 
HIS SUDDEN DEAT. 

Judge W. W. Heaton, of Dixon, III., Chief 
Justice of the Appellate Court for Cook County, 
dropped dead yesterday morning at 11 o' clock 
in the Northwestern Railway Company’s offices. 
He bad come to this city and spent Christmas 
with ex-Judge Wood. Yesterday morning 
he was present at the rooms of the 
Appellate Court, and did some little 
business, such as approving the bills for fitting 
up the rooms. He stayed there only a few mo- 
ments, and then went over to the offices of the 
Chicago & Northwestern Railway. Ascending 
the stairs he sought out the office of A. M. 
Herrington, Esq., Assistant General Solicitor, 
and said to him: My daughter is to be married 
to-morrow, and I would like a pass for the min- 
ister from Chicago to Dixon and return.“ Be- 
fore Mr. Herrington could answer, be saw the 
Judge falling, and, starting to his aid, caught 
him before he had reached the floor. He was 
taken to a private office, and died in about ten 
mintites, remaining unconscious all the time. 
As soon as possible, Coroner Dietzsch was 
ngtified, an inquest held. and a verdict of death 

+ heart-disease returned. The body was taken 
to Dixon last evening. 
1 THE FOLLOWING ;|SKETCH 
gives the main facts of Judge Heaton’s life: 
William Weed Heaton was born in Western, 
Oneida County, N. T., April 18, 1814. He re- 
ceived an acacemical education, and, r com- 
pleting hia allotted course of studies, engaged 
in school-teaching, but remained iu this pursuit 
only a short time. In 1835, having decided to 
become a lawyer, be entered upon a course of 
Kral study. and in 1888, having completed 
his course, was admitted to the Bar 
in Terre Haute, Ind., and at once 
gained a good practice and large circie of 
elients. In 1840 he removed to Dixon, III., 
and continued the practice of his profession 
unti! 1861. Ip that year he was elected Judge 
of the Circuit Court, and contmued to occupy 
that position until July of his year, when 
was chosen as one of the Judges of the Appel- 
late Court for this county. On the assembling 
of the court Oct. 16, Judge Heaton was chosen 
Chief Justice. ° 
Judge Heaton was hnowu as a skillful and up- 
right expounder of the law, and a man of great 
acquirements. His rulings and judgments re 
noted for clearness, and his deportment on 
Bench won the respect of the Bar and the cit 
zens over whose suits he presided.

Regarding tlie Sogar ‘Crop—The ) 
Ladies Organize a Railway Company—Col.

New Oneays, La., Dec. 26.—It is a time im- 
memorial custom for Louisiana sugar-planters 
to come to New Orleans during Christmas holi- 
days. In the old ante-bellum days, when slav- 
ery always insured them a good crop, no matter 
what was the condition of the season, the 
lanter and his family came to New Orleans on 
mas to have à good time and consult his fac- 
tor.“ the factor being to him what the lamp was 
tp Aladdin,to be rubbed and golden ducats 
poured into his purse. 
During the t week hundreds of sugar. 
planters have been haunting the busy marts of 
commerce here, busy marts ing the 
levee where sugar is bought and sold, and Canal 
street, where every luxury and the device of 
man’s handicraft are temptingly displayed. But 
the sugar-planter and his factor are in distress. 
The crop of 1877, they say, is almost a failure. 
I hear this on every hand. Wet weather early 
in the season, early frosts, insufficient labor 

verfiows, the Bonnet Carre crevasse, etc., all 
fie conspired to reduce the crop, and with its 
reduction come consequent poverty and bank- 
ruptcy. The crop last year reached 163,837 
hogsheads, with 264,695 barrels of molas- 
ses. This year, planters, who may be consid, 
ered auttiority, say the crop will not reach 100,- 
000 hogsheads. Ames, the son of Oakes Ames, a 
heavy planter, thinks better of the yield; but he 
has brought skilled labor and improved machin- 
ery into use.» Lawrence, whose name figures us 
au applicant for a Federal appointment, and 
who has a large plantation below here, also 
swith Ames.

In compliance 
with the provisions of the trust, he proceeded 
to wind up the estate. He succeeded in selling 
some of the property, for which he realized 
some $55,000. he was ordered by Mr. 
Gage not to dispose of any more, on the ground 
that the debt was satisfied. Mr. Taylor, having 
been appointed Trustee by Mr. and the 
uestion of the indebtedness of the latter to the 
Kur not having been judicially ascertained, re- 
fused to dis of any more his trust until 
the indebtedness should have been proved up.
